LEGOLAND® Park Traffic School 
Letter | \ The traffic school in the LEGOLAND Park is a very 
busy place with over 70,000 children of all 
nationalities getting their driving licences every year. 
The school has several specially trained instructors 
_ and 32 cars. Every year each car travels enough miles 
‘ to have gone three times round the world. 
Children learn to drive in small battery driven electric 
cars with an accelerator, brakes and signal lights. They 
experience driving in a real life situation with one way 
streets, stop signs, railway crossings and, of course , 
police cars to ensure that they follow the highway 
code. The driving instructors tell me that British 
children get used to driving on the right hand side of 
the road very quickly. 
As each group of children join the traffic school the 
driving instructor explains the road signs and 

markings and gives each child a flag made from
